If the radio actually sorta works with that tube lineup, you do not have a 
BC-348-N (or -J or -Q). Those three models used all single-ended tubes (no 
grid caps). As the audio pack is most likely missing, it would take some 
digging to determine what model you actually have. If Band 1 covers 200-500 


KC, then the choices would be either HKLR or MOPS. If not, then it would be 
BCEG. I sell manual reprints for all models. And as someone will certainly 
mention, there are several places from which you can download so-so copies 
for free. 


As the receiver common buss is tied to chassis (B- should be connected to 
chassis through a resistor ana/or choke but probably no longer is), if there 
is no isolation transformer then one side of the AC line has to go either to 
chassis or to the bias network.

That's the lineup of the -P version.

There's a 6V xfmr, but B+ is derived directly from 
the line! I'm trying to remember not to touch any grounds, but don't know 
if the chassis is floating or not. The cord is two wire! needless to

If you have a good link to the -N book, I'd appreciate it, or know of a 
source for buying one? 

I don't remember these as very hot, but with two RF amps, it should be 
pretty good. The book gives the sensitivity specs, which are not 
impressive, however.
